Last year Mighty Story set some sort of record 
for finishing up close, but not close enough, in 
half a dozen stakes races. This year he is gaining 
a reputation as a spoiler. Injured shortly beforc 
the Kentucky Derby, he came out at Lincoln 
Fields to beat With Pleasure and Dark Jungle in 
the Francis S. Peabody Memorial, and in the 
Meadowland Handicap over the turf at Washing- 
ton Park he beat a field of older horses including 
Take Wing, South Dakota, and Frere Jacques. 
He also was third in The Dude’s Arlington Clas- 
sic, finishing ahead of Assault and Lord Bosweil. 

But with Assault apparently back in form, aud 
The Dude also among the contenders, the public 
conceded him only an outside chance in the Dis- 
covery Handicap. The error soon became appar- 
ent. Jockey Basil James had the Marsch colt 
off in the top flight, kept him near Windfields, 
Hypnotic, and War Watch, sent him up on the 
inside rounding the turn, and won by 2% lengths 
over Mahout, which had worked his way forward 
from well back. Assault started slowly, was 
forced wide on the far turn, finished strongly.

A good many horsemen visited the Saratoga 
paddock prior to the Sanford Stakes especially to 
look at Donor, winner of four of his five starts, 
including two stakes, and second by less than a 
length to Eternal War in his other effort. They 
saw a tall, angular bay gelding, anything but a 
picture horse, and wearing a breastplate to pre- 
vent the saddle from slipping back from his 
withers. 

But if he wasn’t much to look at in the pad- 
dock, he is strictly a front-and-center performer 
on the track. Allen T. Simmons’ Gold Bull rushed 
into a neck lead over Lucky Reward, held the

In Monopoly There Is Murder 


HE most dangerous monopoly in the world is 

monopoly of information. Because the press 
was controlled by the governments of Germany, 
Italy, and Japan, we have fought the world’s 
worst war. Because the press is controlled by 
the government of Russia we are now at war 
with that country and its satellites. (There has 
been no declaration of war, and guns are being 
used only sparingly, but this is only a difference 
of degree.) 

Whenever one man or a small group of men 
has control of information affecting the interests 
of many, an evil and dangerous situation is cre- 
ated, whether the control is for profit or for 
power. 

Because of such control of information, racing 
is coming up to a crisis which it had better face 
now than later. This monopoly—plus the at- 
tempt to muscle in on it—is making the sport of 
kings into the sport of thugs. 

The Christian Science Monitor reported recent- 
ly that 83 murders had been committed in Chi- 
cago since January 1, more than a third of them 
still unsolved, and “of these, most are connected 
with organized crime and have political back- 
grounds.” One of these murders was that of 
James M. Ragen, who was first shot and then, as 
he lay in the hospital, possibly poisoned. 

Ragen was head of the organization known as 
Continental Press, which enjoyed the lush privi- 
lege of serving without competition the handbooks 
of the United States. Regardless of the technical 
legality or illegality of Ragen’s business, it oper- 
ated in an illegal field, and could maintain its 
monopoly indefinitely only by recourse to the pro- 
tection of hoodlums and their respectable stooges, 
the political fixers. 

One of the gangs announced last winter that 
it was going to move in on the business. (In Wil- 
liam Engle’s series for the Hearst press the size 
of the business was suggested: “Ragen’s death 
means an immediate profit of four million dol- 
lars a day to the Syndicate. . . . The Syndicate 
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takes 40 per cent of every business it operates.”) 

Ragen had the courage to resist the invasion of 
the mob. Therefore he died. So did John Leten- 
dre, who is supposed to have got in the way of 
the same outlaws. So did one of Ragen’s cus- 
tomers, a Chicago handbook operator who made 
the mistake of going back to Ragen after having 
switched to the service the mob was trying to es- 
tablish in competition. So did other bookmakers. 
And in Providence, R. I., a man was called to his 
door and blasted point-blank with shotguns—he 
had welched on a bet, the newspapers explained. 

In Louisville, Ky., and its suburbs the surface 
disturbances of this underground war have been 
exciting curiosity and indignation. In New AIl- 
bany, Ind., one of the suburbs, the mayor commit- 
ted suicide last week and the leader of an anti- 
gambling crusade had his face slashed by an in- 
dignant citizen who objected to having his gamb- 
ling room closed up. Ray Isert, the Louisville 
representative of one of the two services, took his 
case before the public, complained the police were 
discriminating—which seemed likely enough, 
since the chief had reported to the telephone com- 
pany that Isert’s telephones were being used for 
gambling purposes. “There’s going to be plenty 
of hell raised if I lose this business,” the Cowrier- 
Journal quoted Isert, who explained that certain 
unsavory characters around his place just hap- 
pened to be there. 

There will be hell raised, all right, and it will 
not stop until monopoly has been re-established on 
the side of the most murderous, and a thousand 
officers of law enforcement have been corrupted. 

Racing is in bad company. Failure of the law 
to end or mitigate the practice of illegal off-the- 
course betting has resulted in the establishment 
of a nationwide business based upon murder and 
bribery. However innocent racing may be, its 
reputation must suffer. However good its inten- 
tions, it cannot remain permanently incorruptible 
in such company. 


The problem is difficult. Owing to its peculiar- 
ly exposed nature and its complete dependence 
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upon public approval, racing must be as pure as 
Caesar’s wife. Owing to the fact that off-the- 
course betting is illegal and prevalent, racing 
must be exposed to association with the lowest 
and most vicious scoundrels. And it is not a prob- 
lem where a man can stand up and say, “All you 
have to do is...” There are barriers in every 
direction. 

But somehow the snarl must be broken. Some- 
how racing must come loose from “the service.” 
The underworld’s struggle for a lucrative monop- 
oly must cease. The race tracks cannot make the 
laws, fix the taxes, or change the social condi- 
tions which have created the present mess. But 
they can set themselves the goal of breaking the 
monopoly of information. 


Whether they could attain such a goal we do 
not know. But the chance of success would be 
enough to justify the necessary expense and 
effort. If James M. Ragen had a legal business, 
the race tracks were partly responsible for the 
fact that he had a monopoly, and they can break 
up this monopoly by making the information 
available to all. If the business is illegal, they 
should make it as hard for one man to obtain the 
information as for another. 

To what extent they are doing so is obscure. In 
fact, the whole question is obscure because every- 
body avoids it—some because they are afraid of 
guns, some because they are afraid of publicity. 

The Federal Communications Commission made 
a study of handbooks and the service. And what 
did they do with it? Filed it in a drawer marked 
SECRET. Does even the Federal Government 
consider murder less of a hazard than publicity? 

We say bring out the whole story, however sor- 
did. If others say—as they usually do—that it 
won’t do racing any good, we say let’s take the 
chance on that. We ought to be able to survive 
the truth longer than we can survive organized 
murder. 

We say let racing move at once to make all 
information about racing equally available to all 
persons and all publications, insofar as the law 
allows, and where the law does not allow, make 
it equally unobtainable for all persons and all 
publications.

Long Island Tracks 
Are Improved 


Including Aqueduct 


NEW YorK, September 8 

SSUMING that you could stand the shock 

after the leisured afternoons at Saratoga, 
Aqueduct’s first week was fair enough. Crowds 
were good, and betting took up about where it 
had left off. Racing was routine, but not too bad, 
either, and in the Discovery Handicap on Satur- 
day of course the track got a bargain for its 
$25,000. 

For several years the racing strip itself has 
been in reasonably miserable condition, and last 
year, in a moment of pique, this bystander was 
moved to call it a cow-path and doesn’t regret it, 
either. New dressing was added for the summer 
meeting, which had the effect of making it safer 
but too deep. Now it has settled a bit, and though 
it is still deep it is much better and apparently 
just as safe. For two or three days horses which 
had been skidding down the packed Saratoga 
strip had a way of getting themselves beaten here, 
and there was one run of 13 beaten favorites. 
But in the later days of the week form was rea- 
sonably observed, and really beaten favorites are 
just as much a criticism of the bettors as of the 
horses—within limits, of course. 

There was some difficulty about filling the 
jumping races, and on two days the matter had 
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to be given up, those programs consisting of seven 
flat races only. It was reported the trouble came 
from the fact that the jumpers took quite a beat- 
ing during Saratoga, and that some were still in 
transit down. But this bystander found out that 
attempts to fill substitutes were being made by 
telephone from in town, instead of by hustling 
about the stables at Belmont, and the matter be- 
came clearer. 


Belmont Gets a Breather 


INCE Saratoga closed after the 1942 meeting, 

the Belmont Park main track has never had 
a real rest. From early April until almost the 
end of November anywhere from 1,000 to 1,200 
horses were stabled there, even though racing 
might be at Jamaica or Aqueduct. That the strip 
stood up at all was remarkable, for of course not 
much could be done with it during the winter, be- 
cause of adverse weather. 

With Saratoga open again, though there were 
still some horses left at Belmont, Track Super- 
intendent C. V. Boyle closed the main track and 
went to work on it, with a whole blessed month 
to get through. Of course there has been no rac- 
ing over it since, but to judge both by the appear- 
ance of the track and the comments of trainers 
who are training there, it is much improved, be- 
ing cut to a more uniform depth. Also it has 
more resilience than it did. As one exercise boy 
remarked, “After Saratoga, this is like running 
over a sponge.” 

As far as this observer can tell, nothing can 
happen to the Jamaica strip. It sheds water like 
a duck, and stays in pretty good shape whether 
you work it or not. It’s a natural track, and 
about all that can be done to damage it is to let 
it get too dry, which of course is done sometimes. 
But all in all the three Long Island strips seem

Coincidence and a Pippin 


T has been steadfastly held, around the Green- 

tree Stable, that Coincidence was a pretty good 
horse, though the Questionnaire gelding would 
seldom do anything publicly to confirm the opin- 
ion. Furthermore, every time he got ready for 
a top race he did something to get himself in 
trouble. Last spring it seemed that he would 
have to win the Queens County Handicap, wheth- 
er he wanted to or not, for there were only four 
nominations and the other three were Helioptic 
(which ultimately won it), Lets Dance, and Ali- 
son Peters. Coincidence got out of this by falling 
down on a paved road on the way back from ex- 
ercise the morning of the race, and cutting a 
chunk out of an ankle. 

But in the Aqueduct Handicap on opening day 
he finally got himself all together at the same 
time and made a show of his field. He looked like 
running around the first turn, and when Atkin- 
son let him go he ate up the leaders in fine style, 
beating Lets Dance eight lengths. 


This tourist had been warned to look out for a 
filly named Seaton Pippin, from the Circle M 
Farm. She came out first at Saratoga, and this 
incipient bettor was mercifully absent, for she 
ran fourth. But at Aqueduct on September 4 
she made no sort of mistake, slanting over from 
her outside post position—usually fatal in big 
fields here—and taking the lead after a quarter- 
mile and winning from here to there. 

She is a smooth bay filly by Johnstown—One 
Hour, and thus is a half-sister to Hoop, Jr. After 
she won Circle M’s owners, Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
S. Moore, were sought out and invited to stand

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Ortello Coming 
To California 


The Best Son of *Teddy 


HE American enthusiasm for stallions of the 

*Teddy group, which began in 1925 with the 
importation of *Sir Gallahad III, now has 
brought about the purchase of the Italian cham- 
pion Ortello, generally accepted in Europe as the 
best race horse among the sons of *Teddy. 

Negotiations for the purchase of Ortello were 
completed some weeks ago by Major Richard 
Hamilton, Los Angeles author and free lance 
writer, but announcement was not made until last 
week, after arrangements for financing the deal 
and standing the horse in California had been 
made. 


Ortello was foaled in 1926 and thus will be 21 
years old before he can begin his American stud 
service, but he will come with a veterinary certifi- 
cation of his health and virility. His importers 
will be Major Hamilton and Royal Eastman, a 
San Francisco business man (bakeries), and he 
will stand at the Glen Cove Stud of Bill Stremmel 
at Vallejo. Major Hamilton is attempting to 
make arrangements to have him flown from Italy. 
His stud fee will be $1,500, and Major Hamilton 
reports that ten bookings already have been made. 

The price was not announced, but whatever it 
was it represents a considerable gamble, owing 
to the advanced age of the horse. 

Singularly, Ortello probably was the only indi- 
vidual horse whose exportation was ever forbid- 
den by government decree. Early in 1935 the 
Italian government (Mussolini) issued an edict 
“forever forbidding the exportation of Ortello out 
of Italy.” 


Bred and owned by G. de Montel, Ortello is a 
chestnut horse by *Teddy out of Hollebeck, by 
Gorgos (Ladas—The Gorgon, by St. Simon) out 
of Hilda II, by Rabelais, third dam Helen Ken- 
dal, by Kendal, No. 16 Bruce Lowe family. He 
won four of his five races as a 2-year-old, includ- 
ing the Premio Chiusura (roughly equivalent to 
the Futurity), and was beaten a nose by Aruntius 
in the Gran Criterium (about equal in importance 
to the Chiusura). 

At three he won the Italian Derby and St. 
Leger, Gran Premio di Milano, Premio d'Italia, 
and Premio della Vittoria and in France won the 
Prix de l’Are de Triomphe and established his 
continental European leadership. At four he 
was to have run in England’s Ascot Gold Cup but 
because of an accident was unable to appear, and 


later failed in a second effort for the Are de 
Triomphe. 


Altogether he ran 14 times, won 12 races, 
earned 1,382,500 lire (about $72,300) and 656,- 
950 franes (about $25,700). He was accounted 
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the best horse ever bred in Italy, at least until 
the appearance of Nearco. 

In the stud he has had notable success. He 
has been a leading sire and generally has ranked 
among the leaders, and his daughters have pro- 
duced good horses. 

He is an exceptionally tall horse (17 hands) 
and as a racer was light-waisted and moderately 
plain, over at the knees. 


Editor’s note: A discussion of Ortello and his 
get written by Franco Varola, Italian correspond- 
ent for THE BLoop-HorsE, will be published in 
next week’s issue.

Airborne, In Fancy and Fact 


Spectators at a London movie house were as- 

tonished on September 8 when a news feature 
showed Airborne winning the St. Leger. As all 
good Britishers knew, the race wasn’t to be run 
until September 11, three days later. It wasn’t 
a monumental first-past-the-post, explained the 
theater manager, but simply a mistake in releas- 
ing the film ahead of schedule. The newsreel com- 
pany, anticipating that Airborne might win the 
race, made some shots of the colt speeding past a 
winning post, distributed the film to its exhibitors 
so as to get the jump on rival companies. By ac- 
cident it was shown ahead of time. 
* On September 11, at Doncaster, Airborne oblig- 
ingly won the St. Leger, scoring the first Derby- 
Leger double since *Bahram’s of 1935. Squadron- 
Leader Stanhope Joel’s Murren was second, Lord 
Astor’s Fast and Fair third. 


First cabled reports of the race stated that an 
estimated 250,000 spectators witnessed the vic- 
tory of J. E. Ferguson’s colt over the 1%4-mile, 
132-yard course. Airborne, at 50 to 1, had won 
the Derby on June 5 over Lord Derby’s Gulf 
Stream, with Radiotherapy third. Subsequently 
he had won the Princess of Wales’ Stakes and the 
Stuntney Stakes, both at 1% miles.

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SALE OF WIDENER HORSES 


T THE Keeneland Fall Sales in November, 20 

Thoroughbreds imported from France will be 
consigned by the Estate of Joseph E. Widener. 
The group includes seven horses in training, 
seven yearlings, and six broodmares. Heading 
the list of horses in training is the high-class 
Basileus, among the most prominent 3-year-olds 
racing in France in 1945 and one of the leading 
handicap horses of this year. In the Ascot Gold 
Cup, swept by French-breds this season, he was 
third to Caracalla and Chanteur II, and recently 
was rated fifth in the weights for the Prix de la 
Pelouse, generally viewed as an authoritative ap- 
praisal of 3-year-olds and upward. 

Mr. Widener was for many years one of the 
leading breeders in America and France, and the 
horses are being sold in the process of settling his 
estate abroad. It is the largest consignment of 
foreign-breds sent here since before the war. At 
last reports the horses had reached England and 
were to be moved shortly to the U. S. On the 
following list, the names of the stallions to which 
the various mares were bred this year are shown 
in parenthesis:

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Conformation of 
Sprinters, Stayers 


By Salvator 
Equipoise—The Fastest 


E now come to the fastest horse that we 

have ever seen, but one that could also stay 
over Cup courses. He, like Man o’ War, com- 
bined the two supreme attributes of the highest- 
class performer; immense speed, together with 
the ability to carry it far. 

We call him the fastest horse we have ever seen 
because we saw him carry Jamestown 6 furlongs, 
over a circular track, in 1:09%, at which point 
he was under restraint until Workman was ready 
to turn him loose. When he did so he shot past 
Jamestown as if that terrifically fast horse was 
suddenly stopping, and won not ridden out in 
1:34%5. Equipoise was not fully extended at 
any spot or place in this mile and could certainly, 
if asked for all he had, have run in 1:34 or better. 

A few days after viewing this performance we 
were accorded the privilege of taking the com- 
plete measurements of Equipoise, and the colt 
(then four) was as gentle and kindly as a brood- 
mare. He stood 15:3%4 at the withers and his ex- 
treme length was just 15:2—hence he was nearly 
half a hand taller than he was long. We last saw 
Equipoise in his box at the C. V. Whitney farm 
a few months before his death. He had then 
lengthened perceptibly and must have been longer 
than he was tall, though Major Beard informed 
us that he measured a plump 16 hands at the 
withers. 

To go back some years, midway of the past 
half-century or so, Roseben was not only the fast- 
est sprinter of his day but still is cited as the 
typical one—a sprinter in excelsis, as he could 
pick up crushing weights and defeat the speediest 
horses then racing at 6 and 7 furlongs. But at 
a mile he was so far beyond his tether that or- 
dinary overnight performers could “take him to 
town.” 

Was he made after the pattern of the “long- 
bodied, short-legged sprinter type” to which Mr. 
Anderson refers? Well, hardly. Roseben, as all

who remember him will testify, stood almost if 
not quite 17 hands high. He was very short- 
bodied, but with a barrel tremendously deep, full 
and capacious—few Thoroughbreds, whatever 
their build, had a bigger “‘bread-basket,” its ex- 
traordinary depth being accentuated by its short- 
ness. “The Big Train,” as he was popularly 
known, was never measured so far as we are 
aware, but writing from the impression he made 
upon the spectator he must have been several 
inches taller than he was long. So high on the 
leg was he that his stride was tremendous— 
horses competing with him seemed to be taking 
two steps to his one, and he towered over them 
like a giant. 

Another giant sprinter of more recent days 
was Sation, like Roseben a gelding. He lacked 
little of being as tall as Roseben, but was, while 
very high off the ground, not so _ short-bodied. 
However, he must have been decidedly taller than 
he was long. Sation won the Fall Highweight 
Handicap under 140 pounds, giving as fast a colt 
as Menow (upon whose speed we need not dilate) 
no less than 23 pounds actual weight, and Cycle, 
third, 29 pounds. On numerous other occasions 
he accomplished only slightly less memorable 
things. 

There could not have been a greater contrast 
between two speed horses, in point of conforma- 
tion, than between Sation and Clang—the latter 
the first to equal Roseben’s long-standing 7-fur- 
long record of 1:22. Later the same season (his 
3-year-old year) he lowered the 6-furlong record 
over a circular track to 1:09%. He was a small, 
delicate looking, slim, and deer-like gelding, that 
in the paddock would not have received a second 
look from anybody unaware of his identity. 

In height he could scarcely have exceeded 1514 
hands, though his legs were not short. His bodily 
length was medium and there was no feature 
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about him, structurally, that caught the eye as 
exceptional. His rival, Myrtlewood was, on the 
other hand, a tall, truly queenly filly. Patrician, 
lithe, and graceful, she loomed above him in their 
matches, making him physically still more insig- 
nificant than he was in reality. Neither one of 
them was drumming-gaited, as the typical 
sprinter is supposed to be. On the contrary, when 
they were eating up space at a record-breaking 
clip they seemed to be doing it with little exer- 
tion. 

John E. Madden, when asked to explain the 
“true inwardness” of the axiom “They go in all 
shapes,” answered with a question, posed with 
sarcastic accent: “But how far?” Had his quer- 
ist been less abashed than seems to have been 
the case, he could have countered with the re- 
joinder: “As far as horses go!” 


Occupation and Count Fleet 


HIS we have never seen more brilliantly exem- 

plified than by the twin cases of Count Fleet 
and Occupation, in their 2-year-old form. Occu- 
pation individually made Count Fleet look like a 
weakling. He had the size, the development and 
the manner of running of a 3- or 4-year-old. His 
speed was breathless, especially out of the gate— 
he seemed literally to leave it “on the wings of 
the wind.” ; 


His muscular development was prodigious for 
his age and he must have stood close to 16 hands, 
if not all that. Count Fleet, on the contrary, 
could have been little above 15 hands and was a 
small, frail-looking colt, very short-bodied in com- 
parison with his length of leg, slim and undevel- 
oped. When yoked in a duel their structural dif- 
ferences were striking. Though so much the big- 
ger of the pair, Occupation settled low to the 
ground while Count Fleet, on the contrary, was 
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so bold-going that, when running outside his rival 
he looked taller, so high in the air did he rise, 
while for so small a colt he strode far less rap- 
idly than the son of *Bull Dog. 

Yet Count Fleet ran 6 furlongs straight, in his 
preparation for the Belmont Futurity, down the 
Widener course in 1:08 flat, and shortly after- 
ward in the Champagne Stakes did that dazzling 
mile in 1:3445, which he followed, in June of his 
3-year-old form with 1% miles in the Belmont 
Stakes in 2:28%. 

The classical embodiment of the long-legged, 
short-bodied type was St. Simon, whose measure- 
ments were taken by the late Capt. M. H. Hayes. 
At three years he stood 15:3%4 tall (63% inches) 
and only 14:3% long, being 3%4 inches shorter 
than he was tall. He begot a family distinguished 
for similar structural peculiarity, which he de- 
rived from his sire Galopin, though the latter’s 
shortness of body was less extreme. The in- 
fluence of his blood in perpetuating it has been 
quite remarkable. Now, while St. Simon acquired 
a great reputation as a stayer owing to his win- 
ning of several great Cup races, as a matter of 
fact supreme speed was his attribute. 

In the long races referred to he galloped his 
fields to death in the first furlongs and then 
pranced away from them to be without conten- 
tion the rest of the way. Archer said of him that 
his speed was so terrific it “seemed to paralyze” 
his opponents; before they had gone a quarter of 
a mile they were hopelessly beaten. We there- 
fore know nothing of his true staying qualities, 
for the horses he met were almost without excep- 
tion of low class—the best one being Tristan and 
he then 6 years old and thoroughly raced out. 
Suppose St. Simon had met something like *Or- 
monde—? 

It was St. Simon’s peculiar conformation—his 
extreme legginess—that first started the theory

that stayers were tall, leggy, short-bodied horses, 
the reverse of the former long-distance type of 
four-mile days. But this was strictly a family 
peculiarity and an anomaly in its way, which he 
and his sire Galopin disseminated throughout the 
modern Thoroughbred breed of all countries. Nev- 
ertheless it was not by any means universal. 

The longest-bodied Thoroughbred we _ ever 
measured was *Negofol, imported from France 
by the late E. F. Simms in 1920. Not only was 
he abnormally long—he was likewise very tall— 
a real giant of a horse, in fact, standing 16:2% 
high and 17.1 long. Yet—*Negofol was by Child- 
wick, a son of St. Simon. He was, moreover, a 
stayer, winner of the French Derby, etc., and a 
sire of stayers, such as *Hourless and Vito, both 
winners of the Belmont, etc., while *Hourless 
sired Mike Hall, long the holder of the American 
record for 2% miles. That same morning at 
Xalapa we also measured *Prince Palatine, im- 
ported along with him and one of the most re- 
nowned stayers of modern times, twice winner 
of the Ascot Gold Cup, ete. He was a grand type 
of the great English horse but unfortunately able 
to sire but one or two foals a year, if any. He 
stood 16:2 tall and 16:2%4 long.

go in all shapes”’—all distances—and 

it is difficult, if not impossible, to lay down 
any hard and fast rule about the shape of any 
particular class of racers. Little Minch, the 
crack sprinter of the later 1880’s, stood but 15 
hands high and was a pony in build, short-bodied, 
compact and all of a piece. Yet he was more than 
that, as he not only ran Maori to a head when 
she scored the first mile better than 1:40 ever run 
in this country in a race (1:3945 in 1889) but 
actually was a winner at 1% miles and 144 miles, 
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while 14 miles was one of his best distances. 

As regards the evidence of photos and paint- 
ings of horses in taking their measurements, we 
place little reliance upon them. Paintings are 
valueless as a rule, where exactitude is the requi- 
site. No matter what the skill or care of the 
painter, he seldom depends upon such matters as 
inches or fractions thereof in getting either his 
likeness or the effect that he is after. As for 
photos, we carried a camera for years and snap- 
ped it persistently. Very beautiful plates may be 
obtained—often are, in fact, by modern camera- 
men—that are also good portraits. But when it 
comes to deducing the exact proportions of a 
horse from one, expressed in hands, inches, and 
fractions, that is impossible. The exactitude of 
focus may be 100 per cent—but if the angle at 
which the camera is held, or that at which the 
subject stands is even very slight, distortion re- 
sults. 

So, also, if the camera is held a bit too high or 
too low. Most photographers try to get as large 
an image as possible upon the plate and this 
leads to falsities of proportion. While, on the 
other hand, if the subject is removed beyond a 
certain distance from the instrument, the image 
is so small that it is useless for determining any- 
thing precise in the matter of structural details. 
This, however, does not alter the fact that we 
are a devoted lover of what the camera does do 
and would not barter our little collection of pho- 
tos of good and great horses for a king’s ransom 
—especially at the present low quotations. 

As illustrating photographic reliability, take 
the plates in Colonel Ricketts’ well known work, 
The Modern Race Horse, together with his com- 
ments upon the same. Refer, for instance, to 


Plate IX, which is of Flying Fox. Regarding it 
he begins as follows: “If a picture of Flying Fox 
as a 3-year-old had been included it would have 
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been seen how the body lengthened in the year 

. —which tells us that the photo printed shows © 
him as a 4-year-old. He then proceeds: “... for 
at three years he was higher than long, whereas 
now he is equal in length and height.” Yet by 
carefully measuring the photo what do we find? 
Why, that Flying Fox’s body length, when justi- 
fied by his height at the withers, is about two 
inches shorter, for it brings us only to the upper 
rim of his hoof at the heel instead of landing us 
on the ground. 

Captain Hayes measured *Ormonde as being 
three inches taller than he was long (64% inches 
as against 61%). Colonel Ricketts gives us the 
same photo of *Ormonde as Captain Hayes, and 
tells us: “He is higher than long and the same 
height in front and behind.” Yet when we apply 
the ruler to the photo we find that his height be- 
hind—that at the withers being difficult to come 
at correctly because *Ormonde has dropped his 
head almost on a level with them—and his length 
are precisely the same “to a hair.”’ Colonel Rick- 
etts has some uncomplimentary things to say 
about the unreliability of photos, but uses them 
just the same with the statement that those he 
presents are reliable. If so, he should have com- 
pared his statements with them more carefully 
than he appears to have done. 

The entire subject is much more intricate than 
it would seem superficially, being unresolved in 
many ways and full of contradictions, which, 
when boiled down, sum up just about to the axiom 
that Madden would have thrown out of court 
with three words. Once again it verifies the 
axiom of a far wiser man than Madden when it 
came to knowledge of such subjects—W. S. Vos- 
burgh’s classic epigram: “Who knows anything 
about race horses? Very few men, and they only 
know how little they know.”

Crusoe who won the Sydney Derby and The Champion race at three miles. Yes, he won it 
the hard way too, for he as a 2-year-old had been shipwrecked on a foundered ship off the 
mouth of Sydney Harbor. He alone of 60 animals was able to swim ashore. 

Then he concluded “dollars to doughnuts if you asked any breeder in the ‘land down 
under’ who its greatest horse on performance was, they will answer Wallace, whose dam 
Melodious was by Goldsborough.” Yes, if I had asked Johnny about Fireworks, the sire 
of Goldsborough, he would have told me I am certain, that Fireworks was the only horse 
in Australia to have gotten three winners (until Maribyrnong) of Australian Derbies.

Stayers Action 
Gavea 


Eldorado Wins at 1% Miles 


R10 DE JANEIRO, August 24 
SENSATIONAL staying contest was provid- 
ed for racegoers at Gavea, principal Brazil- 
ian track, on August 18, when the important 
Grande Premio Doutor Frontin, over 2,800 meters 
(about 1% miles), worth 150,000 cruzeiros to 
the winner, was offered. The Doutor Frontin is 
one of the older races in this country. It dates 
back to 1891, and several of the best horses of our 
racing history are among its winners. Only one 
horse won this event more than once. He was 
the famous grey French horse Soberano, a son 
of Le Samaritain, whose victories were in 1908 
and 1909, when the distance was 3,200 meters 
(about two miles). The North American-bred 
Middle West, by Midway, was its winner in 1927, 
over 3,300 meters (about 2%6 miles). 
With such an interesting background, the Dou- 
tor Frontin is one of our greatest international 
events and its field is always of the highest class. 
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This year eight horses started. Not in the field 
were Miron, winner of the Grande Premio Brasil 
—our more important race—and Goyo, fourth in 
that stakes. The former is being reserved for 
the 4,000-meter Grande Premio Jockey Club do 
Rio de Janeiro, or perhaps is to be shipped to 
Uruguay and Argentina. The latter was to com- 
pete on August 25 for the Brazilian St. Leger, the 
Grande Premio Distrito Federal. 

However, the field included Zorro, second in 
the Brasil; Trick, third in that race; Typhoon, 
fifth; Eldorado; Lord; Cloro; Valipor; and Cume- 
len, all unplaced in the richest race of South 
America. An odds-on favorite was Zorro, with 
a record betting on him. He would have paid 
even money if he had won. However, he was not 
the hero. 

When the field started, Zorro took the front, 
setting a slow pace. His stablemate Cloro was 
second, while Valipor, Cumelen, Typhoon, Lord, 
Eldorado, and Trick were running as mentioned. 
Thus they passed the first time, and made the 
first turn. In the back stretch, Eldorado gained 
on the outside, but Zorro was still firmly holding 
the leadership, with Cloro always second. The 
last turn was thus made, and Zorro tried to run 
away from his rivals. Cloro was still second but 
Eldorado was sent in a long rush. This top stayer 
passed Cloro easily, was gaining rapidly over 
the leader. Typhoon, also coming strongly on the 
outside, began a powerful run. Two furlongs 
from home, Eldorado passed Zorro, was 1% 
lengths in front of Typhoon. However, the latter 
came with a fine rush and the two horses, bat- 
tling head to head, passed the winning post, two

The Doutor Frontin was one more race for the 
series of important stakes which were decided be- 
tween Eldorado and Typhoon after furious bat- 
tles. Since juveniles they have been rivals. Ty- 
phoon was the best and won some stakes from 
Eldorado. Last year, in the Distrito Federal, our 
St. Leger counterpart, Typhoon scarcely beat El- 
dorado, while the crack mare Fontaine was third. 
Then they clashed again in the 3,000-meter 
Guanabara, with the same result. In the 3,800- 
meter Derby Club, Eldorado turned the tables, 
but then Typhoon was not at his best. After some 
good and bad races apart since then, they clashed 
anew in the Doutor Frontin—and again it was a 
short victory for one of them, this time Eldorado. 
Both are undoubtedly top stayers. 

Incidentally, the time was 2:55%5 over a fast 
course. 


Argentine and Uruguayan Stakes 


O* August 15, at Palermo, Argentina, the 
Clasico Enrique Acebal, over 1,800 meters 
(about 1% miles) for fillies and mares 4 years 
old and up, was offered. Free from her conquer- 
or Half Crown, whose rank improved recently 
with her victory in the Pueyrredon, the very good 
Michunga had only one rival, La Gauche. The two 
mares ran the first furlong together. Then Mich- 
unga took the lead, increased it to two lengths. 
When they entered into the stretch, La Gaucha 
attacked strongly, drew even with her rival, but 
Michunga resumed the lead to win by a head in 
1:4835. The winner, owned by Consensa Stable, 
was ridden by S. Di Tomaso. She is a daughter 
of Fox Cub out of Mi Condesa, by Barranquero 
and the famous producer Pethy, by Tiny. 


On August 18, also at Palermo, the Clasico 
Miguel F. Martinez, over 1,800 meters, for 3- 
year-old colts, was presented. This race is usually 
a trial for the important Gran Premio Jockey Club 
of 2,000 meters, second leg of the Argentine 
Triple Crown. Usually the Polla de Potrillos’ 
winner doesn’t start in the Miguel F. Martinez. 
This happened again this year, and Remo, the un- 
beaten juvenile champion, stayed in the stable, 
awaiting the major races. Rialto and Sedutor II, 
other of the leaders, were not in the field either. 
However, Caburé, third in the Polla de Potrillos 
to Remo and Rialto, was a starter, and Camping,

a promising son of Cameronian, was: also well 
regarded. 

The winner, though, was none of them. He was 
the colt, Sospiro, unplaced in the Polla de Potril- 
los, when he lost his unbeaten rank, and only 
third on August 15, at Palermo, beaten by Recien 
and Ejecutivo. He improved much, really, with- 
in only three days. Sospiro is a son of Parlan- 
chin out of Piazzetta, by Adam’s Apple—Dogar- 
esa, by Your Majesty. His jockey was S. Di 
Tomaso, his time 1:49%. Second was Caburé, 
third Camping. 

On the same day the very good stayer Cartujo 
won the 3,000-meter handicap in 3:09, giving 
weight and a beating to Voltio and Figuron. His 
rider was I. Leguisamo, the most famous jockey 
in South America. 

On August 18, at Maronas, Uruguay, the Clasi- 
co Los Haras was the feature of the day’s card. 
The race, although a second-rate one, had a big 
interest, because it would mark the first clash be- 
tween juvenile fillies with 4-year-old and up 
mares in Uruguay this season. The fillies were 
represented by first and second winners of the 
Uruguayan Polla de Potrancas, respectively Pal- 
oma and Fiducia. The older mares had in Imag- 
inada, winner this year of the “clasicos” Rodri- 
guez Larreta and Eduardo Vargas, and Gotica, 
another good stakes winner, their high points. 
The older ones won. Imaginada beat Paloma, the 
Polla de Potrancas winner, into second, while 
Gotica was third, with Fiducia fourth. This 
shows that the leading juvenile fillies of this year 
in Uruguay are not likely to improve much on the 
class of fillies and mares now running in that 
country. There are several good mares in Uru- 
guay, but none really top-class. Imaginada is a 
daughter of L’Oriflamme.

His accomplish- 
ments to date as a weight-carrier, as the winner 
of nine stakes races and $285,725, and as the 
holder of four new track records with the season 
far from finished, guarantee that he will be a 
strong candidate when polls are conducted to 
select the outstanding horse of the year..
